Methods. 


Have a Kick Coming. 


E D I T O R G A Z E T T E : 
South 
Berkeley 
has a jusf grievance; 
it has been ig­ 
nored, and 
in fact snubbed. 
When 
the School Board submitted 
a pros­ 
pectus of its plans, providing the bond 
issue was made, it recommended 
a 
school lot to be situated in the Fourth 
Ward, west of the railroad 
track, as 
the 
Le Conte school was very much 
crowded, having on an average 
fifty 
pupils in each room and more coming 


all the time. 
T h e other 
wards have 
had ample provisions made 
for 
them, 
but the Fourth, as usual, has been over­ 
looked or forgotten. 


T h e 
Fourth Ward takes in a very- 
large area; it is bounded on the 
north 


by 
Dwight way, on the south by the 
south town line, on the east by Clare- 
mont and on the west by Grove street. 
It is fast settling up; many fine resid­ 
ences are being built, and 
it will soon 
be the most powerful political ward in 
the town of Berkeley. 
T h e 
residents 
are wide awake and demand 
improve­ 
ments. 
They pay a goodly sum in 
taxes, and almost all have families and 
the children 
must have schools, pri- J 
mary, grammar and high schools, and j 
they do not propose to have the Board 


of Trustees ignore their wants. 


So much for the Trustees. 
Now let 
us look at the School Board. 


About two months ago there was a 
misunderstanding 
between the princi­ 
pal of the Le Conte school and the 
acting janitor. 
The duly 
appointed 
janitor was a lady who was granted a 
leave of absence by the Board, and her 
husband was appointed to fill her place 
during the said absence. 
Miss Kiefer, 


who is the principal ol the school, and 
the man could not agree. 
"he matter 


was brought before the Board of Edu­ 
cation and 
it was supposed to have 
been settled in some way, as the man 
still held the office. 
A t the last meet­ 


ing of the Board the office of janitor 


was suddenly declared vacant, and an 
unknown 
man 
from 
somewhere 
in 
North Berkeley was appointed to fill 
the place. 


As soon as this became known to 
the residents of the Fourth Ward they 
immediately began to ask 
why 
the 
Board should 
40 to North Berkeley 
(or a janitor 
in a school at 
South 
Berkeley, when there are 
competent 
able men and women in their owh ward 


who could faithfully fill the bill, and be 
glad to earn the salary. 


When the School Direoter from the 
Fourth Ward was asked about JLt he 
replied that he did not think it warfust 
or right, and would seerabout it at the 
next meeting of the Board. 
Tha» ex­ 
cuse was not satisfactory, and the vot­ 
ers of the Fourth Ward intend to make 
a strong fight to have a South Berke­ 


ley man as janitor for the South Berke 


ley^cfecjol. 


It is also remarked that Miss Kiefer 


is not a resident of Berkeley, but of 
Oakland, and the three years' residence 
clause in the new charter might also 
be applied to her ease, there being 
numerous 'competent 
teachers 
that 
could fill the place as principal, and 
are residents of Berkeley and have been 


for more than three years. 


T h e 
School Board will have to re­ 
member that they were elected by the 
people of Berkeley, and are the serv 
ants of the said people; also that they 
are answerable to the people whose 
suffrage elected them, for any and all 


of their acts. 
They are open to crit­ 
icism and censure, and 
it behooves 
them to remember that the 
Fourth 
Ward is growing very rapidly, and is 
not to be despised in the near 
future 
also, that they do not intend 
to have 
any public boards run 
by o n e or two 


Very Questionable Methods. 


E D I T O R 
G A Z E T T E — A f t e r a long ca­ 
reer of devious methods by the Advo­ 
cate management to "raise the wind" 
a new scheme has been hit upon which 


is likely to get somebody into 
trouble. 


The 
management's late whii>ing at­ 
tempts to cinch the Good Government 
Club of Berkeley is a matter of general 
notoriety in the town. 


T h e only grounds advanced for this 
ridiculous proposition was to keep this 
great "moral engine" alive a little while 
longer.

was made and there is probable trouble 
ahead for the young man who collected 
the money on the strength 
of such 
representations, if not, indeed, (or the 
whole Advocate management.

A WELL KNOWN VETERAN OF THE 


LATE WAR 


Answered the Long Roll Today — 
Phil Walsh Liberated-He Was 


Not In Contempt. 


Sudden Death. 


Charles Starr, a soldier of the 
late 
Rebellion 
died 
suddenly last 
night 
about 1 2 o'clock. 
For a long time he 
has lived by himself in a little shanty 
west of the Town Hall. 
About a week 


ago his health, which had 
not been of 
the best, began to get worse and he 
took to his bed. 
His brother, William 
Starr, has been with him doing the best 
he could under the circumstances. 


About the time 
mentioned 
above 
the brother notified Mr. Rod Cameron 
at the corner of University and 
San 
Pablo avenues of the death 
and 
Mr. 
Cameron immediately 
telephoned the 
news to the 
Coroner who came 
out 
this morning and 
took possession 
ol 
the body. 


Starr served in the army during the 
late war and was honorably discharged. 
Some six months ago he was allowed a 
pension 
The deceased was his worst 
enemy. 
Ol a natural 
quiet nature he 
lived a sort of isolated life. 
Born in 
Ireland he came to this country 
in 
early life and when the war broke out 
he enlisted and took part in the battles 


of his new country. 


Charles Starr was about 60 years of 


age and leaves a biolherand sister who 
reside in San 
Francisco. 
His niece 
married Mr. Angelo of San 
Francisco 


who holds a position in the 
County 
Clerk's office of that city.

As year by year the country grows 
so does the United States Life-Saving 
Service. 
At the end of the fiscal year 
1894, as per the report of General Su 
perintendent Sumner 1. Kimball, the 
total number of stations established was 
two hundred and forty-seven. 
One 
hundred and eighty-two were on the 
Atlantic and Gulf Coast, fifty-one on 
the coasts of the Great Lakes, thirteen 
on the Pacific Coast and one at the 
falls of the Ohio, Louisville, Kentucky. 
They are divided into districts and the 
Pacific Coast is known as the twelfth. 
The stations on this coast are located 
at Ilpaco beach, Coquille river, Shoal- 
water bay, Point Reyes, Cape Disap­ 
pointment, 
Point 
Adams, Umpqua 
river, Cape Arago, Humboldt bay, Fort 
Point and Golden 
Gate Park. 
At | 
Southside eight surfmen are employed 
from March to June. 
Keepers are 
employed at these stations the entire 
year. 


During the year the amount of prop­ 
erty liable to destruction by the storms 


of which the service saved about 80 
per cent, was $9,845,560. The number 


of vessels totally lost was 91. There 
were 214 Casualities in small undocu­ 
mented craft on which there were 467 
persons, seven of whom were lost. 


The 
number of disasters in the 
Twelfth (Pacific) district was 22. The 
total value of the property was $770,- 
935 of which there was saved $262,- 
345. 
The number of persons on these 
vessels was 353 of whom 4 were lost.

B u s t on t h e W i r e s of a Piano. 


The appearance of rust on the tuning 
pins and the steel wires of a piano is a 
sure indication that the piano has been 
exposed to moisture or dampness. The 
time of year or the age or quality of the 
piano has nothing to do with it, as rust 
may appear in a night 
The fact that 
the room is heated by a stove just out­ 
side of it will probably account for the 
rust, as the chances are that after the 
usual cooling of a fire overnight its 
heating in the morning would be likely 
to cause condensation on the metal, and 
rust would immediately appear. Do not 
use oil or any greasy substance to re­ 
move i t It will probably not do any 
harm unless it causes the strings to 
break, in which case they will have to 
be replaced. Most pianos require tuning 
twice a year. The only important care 
to be given a piano is to keep it in an 
even, dry temperature.—Ladies' -Home 
Journal.
